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REPORT  OF  THE   PLANNING  COMMISSION 

February  22,  1958 


Article  9  of  the  1957  Warrant  of  the  Town  of  Ken- 
sington was  adopted  by  majority  vote.  The  members  of 
the  committee  appointed  according  to  the  provisions 
of  the  article  submit  the  following  report. 

Mrs.  William  Thorndike  was  appointed  to  serve  in 
Mr.  Carl  Caspar's  place,  as  he  moved  from  town.  We 
have  to  the  best  of  our  ability;  studied  the  needs  and 
problems  of  the  town  relative  to  preparing  a  Zoning 
Ordinance.  We  have  studied  the  Ordinances  of  towns 
surrounding  Kensington,  which  are  faced  with  similar 
problems.  We  have  had  many  Committee  Meetings 
during  the  year,  a  Public  Discussion  at  the  November 
Parent-Teachers  Association,  and  two  public  hearings. 

We  have  at  these  meetings  presented  the  people  with 
two  different  Ordinances.  The  consensus  of  those 
present  at  the  Public  Hearings  seemed  to  us  to  be 
that  the  town  was  not  ready  to  accept,  nor  did  it  feel 
the  need  for,  many  of  the  Articles  in  the  Ordinance. 
However,  most  people  present  at  the  meetings  and 
many  others  in  the  town  have  expressed  the  opinion 
that  some  moderate  form  of  Zoning  is  necessary  now 
and  would  be  accepted. 

The  majority  of  the  Committee  feels  that  the  towns- 
people support  them  in  their  belief  that  if  Kensington's 
growth  is  to  be  orderly,  steps  should  be  taken  now  to 
prevent  a  poorly  planned  housing  development  from 
coming  into  town,  some  means  should  be  used  to  en- 
courage beneficial,  well-set  up  Commercial  and  Indus- 
trial  enterprises,    and   Trailer   or    Mobilehome    parks 
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should  be  prohibited.  These  few  items  as  submitted  for 
approval  on  the  ballot  (or  otherwise)  will  build  a 
foundation  upon  which  the  town  may  continue  to  grow 
gradually  and  with  the  most  good  for  the  greatest 
number  of  people.

PROPOSED  ZONING  ORDINANCE 

For  the  Town  of 

Kensington,  New  Hampshire 


ARTICLE  I 
Preamble 


In  order  to  protect  the  use  and  enjoyment  of  prop- 
erty, to  maintain  and  protect  property  values,  to  pro- 
mote the  orderly  and  harmonious  development  of  the 
Town,  the  following  Ordinance  embodying  these  and 
other  purposes  as  set  fourth  in  Chapter  31,  N.  H.  Re- 
vised Statutes  Annotated,  1955,  is  hereby  enacted  by 
the  voters  of  Kensington,  New  Hampshire,  at  the  Town 
Meeting,  this  eleventh  day  of  March,  1958. 

ARTICLE  II 

Residential  -  Agricultural  District 

For  the  purpose  of  this  Ordinance,  the  Town  of 
Kensington  shall  be  considered  as  one  district,  namely 
the  Residential-Agricultural  District.  All  farming  ac- 
tivities are  permitted. 

A.     Commercial  and  Industrial  Use. 

The  Board  of  Adjustment  may  permit  in  the  Resi- 
dential-Agricultural District  a  commercial  or  an  in- 
dustrial use  which,  at  a  public  hearing,  with  due 
notification  to  abutters,  proves  it  can  meet  the  follow- 
ing requirements : 

1.  Be  located  at  least  60  feet  from  the  edge  of  any 
right  of  way,  and  not  less  than  20  feet  from 
each  side  and  rear  boundary  of  the  lot. 

2.  Provide  adequate  parking  facilities  to  accom- 
modate vehicles  attracted  by  the  business. 
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3.  Does  not  offend  toy  reason  of  the  emission  of 
smoke,  dust,  gas,  noise,  odor,  or  fumes,  or 
because  it  is  potenially  dangerous  to  the  people 
of  the  town. 

Outdoor  movie  theatres  are  Prohibited. 

B.  Land  Requirements. 

1.  Lot  area  and  fr^ontage.  Individual  house  lots 
shall  have  a  frontage  of  at  least  150  feet  and 
not  less  than  one-half  acre  (iy4  acre)  in  area, 
unless  such  lot  is  on  record  at  the  time  of 
passage  of  this  Ordinance.  Vacant  lots  in  the 
same  ownership  having  in  the  aggregate  a 
continuous  frontage  of  150  feet  or  more  shall 
not  be  subject  to  this  exception. 

2.  Front  Yard.  There  shall  be  between  the  near- 
est edge  of  the  right  of  way  and  extreme 
front  of  any  building  a  minimum  depth  of 
25  feet. 

3.  Side  and  Back  Yards.  No  building  shall  be 
located  nearer  than  10  feet  of  the  property 
lines  of  any  abutter. 

4.  No  residence  or  other  dwelling  shall  occupy 
the  same  lot  with  another  residence  or  dwelling 
unless  such  condition  existed  prior  to  the 
enactment  of  this  Ordinance,  or  unless  the 
minimum  lot  requirements  are  met  for  each 
dwelling. 

C.  Mobilehomes  and  Trailer  Parks. 

1.  Single,  one-family,  mobilehomes  may  be  located 
anywhere  in  the  Town  provided  that  they  meet 
all  land  and  State  sanitary  protection  require- 
ments. 

2.  Trailer  parks  and  mobilehome  parks  are  pro- 
hibited. 
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ARTICLE  III 
Nonconforming  Uses  and  Buildings 

Any  nonconforming  use  of  land  or  building  may  con- 
tinue in  its  present  use,  except  that  any  nonconforming 
use  or  building  may  not  be : 

1.  Changed  to  another  nonconforming  use. 

2.  Re-established  after  discontinuance  for  one 
year  except  to  a  use  conforming  to  this  ordin- 
ance. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Enforcement 

A.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Board  is  hereby  given  power  and  authority  to 
enforce  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance. 

B.  Upon  any  well-founded  information  that  this 
Ordinance  is  being  violated,  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
shall  take  immediate  steps  to  enforce  the  provisions 
of  this  Ordinance. 

ARTICLE  V 
Board  of  Adjustment 
The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  make  appointments  to 
a  Board  of  Adjustment  of  five  members  conforming  in 
duties  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  31,  N.  H.  Revised 
Statutes  Annotated,  1955.  The  members  of  the  Board 
of  Adjustment  shall  serve  without  remuneration. 

ARTICLE  VI 

Amendments 
This  Ordinance  may  be  amended  by  a  majority  vote 
of  any  legal  Town  Meeting  when  such  amendment  has 
received  a  preliminary  public  hearing  and  a  final  public 
hearing  by  the  legislative  body,  which  hearing  has 
been  advertised  and  given  a  legal  fifteen-day  notice;  or 
when  such  amendment  has  been  published  in  its  en- 
tirety in  the  warrant  calling  for  the  meeting. 
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ARTICLE  VII 

Penalty 

Every  person,  persons,  firm  or  corporation  violating 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  shall  be  fined 
not  more  than  five  dollars  ($5)  upon  conviction  for 
each  day  such  violation  exits. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

Saving  Clause 

The  invalidity  of  any  provisions  of  this  Ordinance 
shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  any  other  provision. 

ARTICLE  IX 
When  Effective 
This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  passage. 

ARTICLE  X 

Definitions 

Frontage  means  the  length  of  the  lot  bordering  on 
the  Public  right  of  way. 

Front  Yard  means  a  space  extending  for  a  full  width 
of  a  lot  between  the  extreme  front  line  of  a  building  and 
the  nearest  edge  of  the  right  of  way. 

Industrial  use  is  the  gainful  activity  involved  in  pro- 
ducing, distributing,  and  changing  the  form  of  raw 
materials,  or  of  assembling  components  and  parts, 
packaging,  warehousing,  and  transporting  furnished 
products.  Such  production  involves  the  employment  of 
management,  labor,  machinery  and  real  estate  to  create 
tangible  products  or  utility  services  having  value. 

Commercial  use  is  the  gainful  activity  involved  in 
selling  or  retailing  products,  food,  or  meals,  which  are 
not  regular  farming  or  residential  activities. 
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Nonconforming  use  is  a  use  which  does  not  conform 
to  the  use  regulations  of  the  Town. 

Record  Lot.  Land  designated  as  a  separate  and  dis- 
tinct parcel  in  a  legally  recorded  deed  filed  in  the 
Registry  of  Deeds,  Rockingham  County,  New  Hamp- 
shire. 

Right  of  Way  means  and  includes  all  town,  state  and 
federal  highways  and  the  land  on  either  side  of  same 
as  covered  by  statutes  to  determine  the  widths  of  the 
rights  of  way. 

Trailer  Park  or  Mobilehome  Park  means  a  land  area 
occupied  or  designed  for  occupancy  by  two  or  more 
trailers  in  use  for  living  purposes.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  district  on  the  eighth  day  of  March  1958,  at  7 :30 
o'clock  in  the  evening  to  act  upon  the  following  sub- 
jects: 

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for 
the  ensuing  three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the 
School  Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compen- 
sation of  any  other  officers  or  agents  of  the  District. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Com- 
mittees, or  officers  heretofore  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote 
relating  thereto. 

7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in 
relation  to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  Warrant. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for 
the  salaries  of  school  district  officials  and  agents,  and 
for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  district, 
and  to  authorize  the  application  against  said  appro- 
priation of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received 
from  the  state  equalization  fund  together  with  other 
income;  the  school  board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen 
the  balance  between  the  estimated  revenue  and  the 
appropriation,  which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes 
by  the  town. 
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9.  To  see  if  the  school  district  will  adopt  as  its 
school  check-list  the  town  check-list,  as  provided  in 
RSA197:12a,  as  inserted  by  Laws  of  1957,  chapted  57; 
this  provision  to  be  effective  for  the  1959  and  sub- 
sequent annual  district  meetings. 

10.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  send  the  grade 
7-12  students  to  Exeter  on  a  tuition  basis  provided  that 
Exeter  furnishes  additional  facilities  to  house  these 
students  in  the  near  future.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  of  Kensington,  New  Hampshire : 

The  school  year  1957-1958  opened  with  the  following 
teaching  staff : 

Mrs.  Esther  Prescott,  Principal  and  Teacher  of 
Grades  5-7 

Mrs.  Pearl  Marston,  Grades  3  and  4. 

Mrs.  Virginia  Lincoln,  Grades  1  and  2. 

Miss  Mary  Shea,  School  Nurse. 

Mrs.  Eleanor  Henry,  Music  Teacher. 

Mrs.  Regina  Matthews,  Art  Teacher. 

Mr.  Harold  Mataver,  Handwriting  Teacher. 
This  is  the  same  staff  of  competent  and  diligent  teach- 
ers who  taught  so  effectively  a  year  ago  with  two  addi- 
tions. Mrs.  Lincoln  is  teaching  full-time  and  Mrs.  Regina 
Matthews  of  Kensington  was  elected  to  teach  art  soon 
after  school  started.  This  step  was  taken  because  of  the 
desire  of  the  School  Board  to  enrich  the  program  as 
m.uch  as  possible  especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
seventh  grade  students  could  no  longer  go  to  Exeter  to 
school.  Kensington  is  fortunate  to  have  this  staff  of  dedi- 
cated teachers  again  this  year. 

I  am  pleased  to  state  that  the  Exeter  School  Board 
has  voted  to  admit  the  eighth  grade  students  from 
Kensington  to  the  Junior  High  School  in  Exeter  next 
year. 

The  six  school  districts  of  East  Kingston,  Exeter, 
Kensington,  Newfields,  Stratham  and  Brentwood  for  the 
past  year  have  been  studying  the  pros  and  cons  of 
forming  a  cooperative  district  at  the  junior-senior  high 
school  level.  The  idea  was  discarded  when  it  became 
apparent  that  there  would  be  no  financiel  advantage  to 
the  Exeter  School  District  which  would  bear  71  ^/c  of  the 
cost  in  the  formation  of  such  a  cooperative. 

A  better  arrangement  as  far  as  Exeter  is  concerned 
would  seem  to  be  in  the  direction  of  Exeter's  financing  an 
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addition  to  the  present  high  school  plant  and  then  enter- 
ing into  a  contract  arrangement  for  tuition  with  the 
surrounding  districts  that  would  like  to  send  their  stu- 
dents to  Exeter  either  for  Grades  7-12  or  9-12.  The 
Exeter  School  Board  is  presenting  such  a  plan  for  an 
addition  to  the  Exeter  voters  this  year. 

In  order  to  give  support  to  the  Exeter  proposal,  the 
school  boards  in  the  other  five  districts  which  partici- 
pated in  the  cooperative  study  have  agreed  to  place  an 
article  in  the  school  warrant  asking  the  voters  to  vote 
on  the  matter  of  sending  students  to  Exeter  if  suitable 
housing  facilities  are  provided.  This  will  give  Exeter 
the  needed  information  as  to  the  size  of  the  addition 
that  should  be  planned  as  well  as  some  ideas  as  to  the 
tuition  revenue  that  may  be  forthcoming. 

I  feel  very  strongly  that  Exeter  should  continue  to  be 
the  educational  leader  and  center  at  the  high  school  level 
for  the  surrounding  area  and  I  sincerely  hope  that  Exe- 
ter and  the  bordering  school  districts  will  give  full  sup- 
port to  the  above  plan. 

The  school  enrollments  of  the  six  districts  which 
comprise  Supervisory  Union  No.  16  have  grown  58% 
during  the  last  ten  years  that  I  have  been  superintendent. 
This  increase  is  from  1245  pupils  in  1948-1949  to  1966 
pupils  in  1957-1958.  Because  of  this  growth  it  is  obvious 
that  the  work  loads  of  the  school  nurse,  the  Union  secre- 
tary and  the  superintendent  of  schools,  who  are  the 
Union  employees,  have  increased  proportionately. 

At  the  Supervisory  Union  budget  meeting  in  Novem- 
ber, it  was  voted  to  furnish  an  assistant  nurse  to  work 
with  Miss  Shea,  and  to  increase  the  secretarial  help  in 
the  superintendent's  office  so  that  one  and  one-half  sec- 
retaries would  be  provided  instead  of  the  present  one 
and  one-quarter.  This  action  is  to  become  effective  in 
September,  1958. 

It  was  also  agreed  that  the  first  step  towards  provid- 
ing assistance  for  the  superintendent  would  be  taken  at 
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the  school  meetings  this  year.  This  would  be  in  the  form 
of  an  article  asking  the  voters  to  consider  the  addition 
of  a  Helping  Teacher  effective  in  September,  1959.  Such 
a  person  would  assist  the  superintendent  in  many  ways 
but  his  primary  function  would  be  that  of  an  elementary 
supervisor  who  would  work  closely  with  all  of  the  elemen- 
tary teachers  in  the  Union  in  coordinating  the  elemen- 
tary program  and  suggesting  improved  methods  of  teach- 
ing. 

A  state  law  provides  for  five  assistant  superintendents 
and  these  are  located  in  the  larger  cities.  It  also  provides 
for  administrative  assistance  in  the  larger  supervisory 
Unions  through  the  so-called  Helping  Teacher.  The  law 
states  that  whenever  a  majority  of  school  districts  in  a 
Union  representing  not  less  than  85  %  of  the  total  pupils 
vote  favorably,  a  Helping  Teacher  may  be  established. 

At  present  there  are  ten  unions  which  have  Helping 
Teachers  as  follows:  Milford,  Plaistow,  Lebanon,  Peter- 
borough, Tilton,  Hampton,  Hudson,  Derry,  Newport  and 
Laconia.  The  state  pays  $2500  of  the  salary  of  this  per- 
son. The  remainder  of  the  salary  is  pro-rated  according 
to  the  Supervisory  Union  percentages. 

I  believe  that  the  addition  of  a  Helping  Teacher  would 
do  much  to  strengthen  the  educational  program  in  our 
Union. 

The  Parent-Teacher  Association  continues  its  support 
of  the  school  program. 

I  call  your  attention  to  the  reports  of  the  school  nurse 
and  of  the  music  teacher  and  to  the  tables  which  follow. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  citizens,  the 
members  of  the  school  Board  and  the  teachers  for  their 
continued  support  and  cooperation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MUSIC  SUPERVISOR 


To  The  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

A  well-rounded  music  program  should  provide  the 
pupils  with  certain  musical  experiences  each  year,  so 
that  there  is  necessarily  some  repetition  in  the  yearly 
music  report. 

Each  pupil  should  have  the  chance  to  experience  a 
wide  variety  of  pleasant  musical  activities  with  the  hope 
that  from  these  he  may  find  something  that  will  help 
enrich  his  life. 

Singing  provides  an  excellent  means  of  self-expression. 
Helping  a  child  find  his  singing  voice  is  extremely  im- 
portant in  the  lower  grades.  Rote  songs,  singing  games 
and  action  songs  provide  happy  experiences  for  first  and 
second  graders.  When  a  child  reaches  the  point  of  read- 
ing readiness,  he  is  provided  with  a  song  book.  Modern 
music  books  contain  a  wealth  of  good  singing  material. 
Folk  songs,  religious  and  patriotic  songs,  and  songs  that 
can  be  used  in  correlation  with  other  studies  are  included. 
Two-part  singing  is  generally  begun  during  the  last  part 
of  the  fourth  grade,  with  three  part  singing  beginning 
in  the  sixth  grade. 

Rhythms  are  another  important  means  of  self-ex- 
pression. Clapping,  walking,  running,  skipping,  gallop- 
ing, see-sawing  and  skating  to  music  are  a  few  examples 
of  lower  grade  rhythmic  activities.  Rhythm  band  and 
dancing  are  included  in  the  program.  Folk  and  square 
dances  are  enjoyed  by  the  pupils  of  the  upper  grades. 

Work  with  tonettes,  listening  to  records,  learning  the 
fundamentals  of  music  and  note  reading  are  included  in 
the  music  program  each  year. 
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A  special  musical  program  was  presented  by  the  pupils 
of  the  school  at  the  Memorial  Day  Exercises  at  the  Town 
Hall. 

In  the  fall  new  music  books  were  purchased  for  the 
students  of  the  upper  grades. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Hoyt,  the  Kensington 
School  Board,  the  Parent-Teacher's  Association,  the  par- 
ents and  the  teachers  for  their  co-operation.

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SCHOOL  HEALTH  REPORT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

The  past  year  was  an  average  year  in  regard  to  the 
health  of  the  Kensington  school  children.  Because  of  the 
ever  increasing  number  of  pupils  in  the  Supervisory 
Union,  the  health  education  part  of  our  program  has  had 
to  be  curtailed  for  the  present  and  time  given  mostly  to 
the  health  service  program. 

Ninety-eight  per  cent  of  all  pupils  have  received  their 
third  and  final  polio  shots  and  the  P.T.A.  sponsored 
dental  clinic  did  a  very  excellent  job  of  repairing  many 
of  the  dental  needs  of  the  children. 

Our  program  for  the  remainder  of  this  school  year  in- 
cludes : 

1.  Urinalysis  on  all  children. 

2.  Patch  test  on  all  children. 

3.  Possibility  of  physical  examinations  sponsored  by 
the  School  Board  (if  not  this  year  then  by  next 
fall). 

4.  Clinic  for  all  those  who  have  not  received  their 
diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  and  tetanic  shots  in 
recent  years.  This  is  usually  sponsored  by  the 
State  Health  Department  but,  due  to  the  increase 
of  diptheria  in  other  sections  of  the  country,  it 
is  deemed  wise  to  have  the  school  take  on  this  re- 
sponsibility for  the  present  in  order  to  protect  our 
children  against  this  very  dangerous  disease. 

Next  year  we  can  see  a  much  more  active  program  de- 
veloping with  the  aid  of  another  nurse.  More  service  can 
be  given  to  each  school  and  health  education  can  be  re- 
sumed along  with  added  activities. 
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We  wish  to  thank  the  teachers  for  their  ever-ready 
willingness  to  help  and  also  the  P.T.A.  members  for  giv- 
ing of  their  time,  assistance  and  funds.  We  are  most 
grateful  to  the  School  Board  for  its  insight  of  the  dif- 
ficulties of  working  with  so  large  a  number  of  children 
and  for  voting  for  additional  help.  In  the  end,  it  is  the 
children  who  will  benefit.
